men and women who believed in the policy and 
teaching of the Methodist Episcopal church.

the year 1825 these persons banded themselves 
together for Christian worship and formed vin 
organization of their choice 
The new congregation was first attached to th 
old Beaver Circuit which comprised *a number ol 
preaching 
places 
in 
Ohio 
and 
Pennsylvania. 
Preaching was supplied 
about 
once a month. 
Rev. William Knox and Rev. William G. Hen­ 
derson, pastors of the circuit, because the fiist 
Methodist preachers in Columbiana. 
For ten years 
this 
little 
congregation wor­ 
shiped in private homes and such rooms as could 
be obtained. 
In 1834 a small meeting house was 
built on the southeast corner of East Park avenue 
and Elm st., under the trusteeship of John Vogel- 
song and John Fitzpatrick. 
It was dedicated rn 
1835 by Father Swaney, one of the pioneer m in­ 
isters of this section. This was a small one- ; *>m 
building, lighted at 
first 
with 
candles plat ed 
around the wall, and later with oil lamps. 
This was the church home of the congregation
